The method claims expressly a tie to an "automated processing system" which can be 
interpreted by one of an ordinary skill in the art as either hardware or software. However, the 
nature of the operation performed by the method are such that they cannot be readily 
implemented manually or mentally to achieve the disclosed utility of the invention.
